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Upland Wafer 
Consumption at 
All Time High 


Uplanders consumed more city 
water last month than ever be- 
fore in the records of the munici- 
pal water department, City Mana 
ger R, G. Manley disclosed today. 

August vater consumption 
was 8,562,000 cubic feet. 

Normally, July and August are 
the months of largest water con- 
sumption but in the pre-war years 
water use amounted to approxi- 
mately 6,000,000 cubic feet per 
month in the two hot summer 
months. Then, in the war years 
usage rose to over 7,000,000 cubic 
fect. 

The city manager said water use 
has increased about 24 per cent 
since 1940, correspon ‘4ir.g approx- 
imately to .Upland’s population 
growth. 

Usually, the trend starts down- 
ward in September and drops 
sharply in October. 

Curiously, tae largest daily to- 
tal is rarely in July or August but 
is in the spring. This results when 
a series of het days follows a cool 
spell and domestic. water ‘is used 
to spray’ lawns and_ shrubbery. 
But, because such hot spells last 
but a few days, the monthly totals 
are correspondingly low. ’

Clint reports the flies — this 
year have been more numerous 
than at any time in his mem- 
ory. 

He sprayed DDT on the ceil- 
ings and walls of his market 
and there hasn’t been a fly near 
the fruit or vegetables since, he 
reports, 

Maybe it kills them or maybe 
they just stay® away from it, 
but, at any rate, they’re not in 
the market. 

Upland restaurant owners re- 
port flies have been particularly 
abundant since the mid-August 
rainfall.

Mr, Holland declares “DDT is 
the greatest boon to mankind 
since the invention of the steam- 
boat. It is the most wonderful 
thing I have ever seen.” 

He said that in experiments in 
poultry yards, DDT has knock- 
ed off flies without harm to the 
chickens. It can be sprayed 
under porches, he said, to kill 
off spiders and other insects. 

But he cautions that it must 
be used carefully. 

The name DDT is derived from | 
the initial letters of the chem- 
ical name, dichloro - diphenyl - 
trichloroethane, George _ T. 
Woodhams, county agricultural 
commissioner, reports. 

He states it is now available 
for civilian use, but warns pur- 
chasers to read the labels care- 
fully to avoid injury.

.In higher grades the students 
learn who brought the orange to 
California and study the two major 
varieties, Navels and Valencias, 
They learn where the California. 
Arizona citrus districts are; how 
lemons are picked; and how grow- 
ers protect the orchards against 
frost. 





They also learn something about 
citrus marketing, and how the Cali- | 
fornia growers got together and | 
formed asgreat cooperative market- 
ing organization called the Califor- 
nia Fruit Growers Exchange. Most 
important of all, they study the food | 
elements in citrus fruit, learn why 
vitamin C is so essential in the diet, 
why citrus is necessary for sturdy 
growth and sound teeth and gums. 


All this comes from a little book 
called, “The Story of California 
Oranges and Lemons,” widely used 
in schools throughout America. It, 
too, is put out by the Educational 
Division of the California Fruit 
Growers Exchange. 


High school and college home 
economics classes study a series of 
food lessons called the Sunkist Bul- 
letin, approved by educational au- 
thorities because it is up to date, 
scientific and prepared with a 
proper understanding of teaching 
methods.

This Week's Question: What is 
the Forest Service doing at the 
San Dimas Experimental Forest? , 

The Ranger Says: ‘About 35 
miles east of downtown Los An-| 
geles lies the pleasant city of 
Glendora, in the heart of the sun- 
kissed citrus belt. Here is the 
headquarteers of the San Dimas 
Experimental forest, one of the | 
most interesting of the forest: 
service's many experimental areas. 
At San Dimas, a mountain lab- 
oratory of 17,000 acres, forest 
service men are investigating the 
influences of vegetaticn on rain- 
fall run-off—the most crucial con- 
servation problem, in Southern 
California. 

“Tire metropolitan area of Loa 
Angeles, with its 1,500,000 people, 
is not only hard put for water-— 
it has just completed an aqueduct 
to fetch water from the Colorado 
river, 200 miles away-—but also 
is racked by mountain fires and 
floods which periodically take 
many lives, destroy much property 
and erode precious soil. Forest 
service hopes to find effective 
remedies for floods, irregular wa- 
fer, depleted ground water supply, 
mud and debris flow and erosion.
